The Cleveland Museum of Art Announces CMA@ The Film Fest 
Museum Collaborates with the Cleveland Film Society for a 
One-Day “Museum Mini-series” at The Film Festival 


CLEVELAND (Feb. 23, 2006) — The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) will sponsor a hand-picked “Museum 
mintseries” of six films at this year’s Cleveland International Film Festival, presented by The Cleveland Film 
Society. The 30'" annual festival, March 16 through March 26, will feature more than 120 feature films at Tower 
City Cinemas in downtown Cleveland. All six films will show on Saturday, March 25, in six different time 
slots, beginning at noon and lasting past midnight. All but one of the films will ako show on other days. 

Tickets to the Film Festival are $10 per film, $9 CMA members, $8 Film Society members, with further 
package discounts available. To purchase tickets visit www.ClevelandFilm.org, call 866-865-FILM, or visit the 
Film Festival Store in the lobby of Tower City Cinemas beginning on March 3. 

The six movies were selected from the scores of features programmed by William Guentzler, the Film 
Society’s artistic director. The Museum deliberately chose movies that reflect the festival’s incredible diversity. 
Both the Museum and the Cleveland Film Society recognize film as an art form which they promote through 
public screenings of classic and contemporary films from all corners of the globe.
